I will  do  my  utmost 
to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  patrons  to  pack  additions  to  an  order,  or  subsequent  orders,  in  one  package,  or  to 
make  reasonable  changes  in  an  order,  but  I cannot  promise  to  do  so.  During  the  rush  of  the  shipping  season, 
when  many  orders  are  received  and  dispatched  in  a day,  it  would,  in  some  cases,  be  almost  impossible  to  com- 
ply. No  change  or  countermand  of  an  order  can  be  considered  final  without  my  written  consent.

MAILING — I send  plants  by  mail  postpaid,  if  requested,  wherever  so  noted,  in  connection  with  the  price. 

aever  the  price  does  not  include  postage,  the  rate  of  postage  is  given  on  all  mailable  articles,  under  their 
speetive  headings.  Where  nothing  is  said  as  to  postage,  the  goods  are  unmailable.  When  plants  are  to  be 
3nt  by  mail,  it  must  be  so  stated  in  the  order. 

PACKING  is  executed  with  the  utmost  care.  Special  pains  are  taken  to  pack  lightly,  thereby  reducing  the 
expense  of  transportation  to  a minimum.  All  goods  at  prices  quoted  are  packed  free.  Everything  is  labeled. 

SUBSTITUTION — It  is  my  custom,  should  the  supply  of  a variety  become  exhausted  (which  will  occasion- 
ally occur  in  all  establishments),  to  substitute  in  its  stead  a similar  sort.

is  as  hardy  as  the  oak — absolutely  free  from  disease  of  every  kind — entirely  free  from  insects 
and  pests  of  any  sort.  No  dusting,  spraying  or  hand  picking  of  worms.  No  roots  to  take 
up  each  fall,  as  with  the  Dahlia.  The  foliage  is  rich  and  glossy  and  a beautiful  deep  green 
color,  thus  rendering  the  plants  very  ornamental,  even  when  out  of  flower.  All  of  the  improved 
varieties  are  decidedly  sweet  scented  and  many  surpass  the  rose  and  carnation  in  delicacy 
of  fragrance.  The  flowers  are  of  immense  proportions,  reaching,  in  some  instances,  the  large 
size  of  seven  inches  in  diameter  and  five  or  six  inches  in  depth.  The  range  of  color,  too,  is 
so  varied  that  almost  every  tint  of  pink,  red,  crimson  and  yellow  is  comprised  in  the  list. 
Many  of  the  varieties  are  as  chaste,  delicate  and  refined  as  the  daintiest  rose.”

German  Iris 

Fleur  de  Lis 
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THE  GERMAN  IRIS  (Iris  Germanica),  fre- 
quently  termed  “Flags,”  are  among  the  most 
showy,  beautiful  and  valuable  of  early  blooming 
Hardy  Perennials.  They  bloom  with  the  greatest 
profusion  in  spring  and  early  summer,  the  flowers 
resembling  large  Orchids  in  their  delicate,  fantastic 
structure,  and  in  the  richness,  purity  and  exqui- 
site shadings  of  color.  In  addition  they  are  more 
or  less  fragrant.  The  foliage  is  luxuriant,  broad, 
sword-like  and  bluish-green.  Succeeds  on  all  soils, 
but  prefers  a dry,  well  drained  situation.  Autumn 
is  the  best  season  of  all  the  year  for  planting 
German  Iris. 

The  upright  petals  are  termed  “stands,”  the 
drooping  ones  “falls.” 

AB-DEL-KADIR  (Victoria). — Stands  smoky 

yellow;  falls  yellow,  veined  with  purple-plum 
with  broad  blotch  of  purple-plum  at  tip. 

ADA. — Stands  yellow,  heavily  suffused  with 
smoky  rose,  especially  at  tip;  falls  white  suf- 
fused with  light  yellow  and  veined  with  russet  at 
base. 

ADMIRAL  TOGO. — Stands  pure  white  daintily 
penciled  at  edge  with  soft  lavender;  falls  ivory 
white  slightly  veined  at  base  with  lavender. 

AGAMENNON. — Stands  pearly  white  broadly 
edged  with  azure;  falls  milky  white  veined  with 
azure. 

AURORA  (Aurea).— Bright  lemon  yellow,  the 
stands  being  slightly  deeper  than  the  falls. 

BRILLIANT  (Charlotte  Patti). — Stands  pure 
golden  yellow;  falls  light  yellow  veined  with  white 
at  center,  heavily  veined  and  tipped  with  russet. 

BROOKLYN. — Stands  porcelain;  falls  light  blue 
veined  with  russet  and  shading  to  light  blue  at 
edge  and  at  tip  of  petals. 

CANARY  BIRD  (Velveteen). — Stands  lemon 
yellow;  falls  deep  plum,  almost  black;  producing 
a strong  and  pleasant  contrast. 

CELESTE. — Stands  and  falls  celestial  blue,  the 
falls  being  a shade  darker  than  the  stands.  Tall 
grower,  early;  very  profuse.  One  of  the  best. 

CHARLES  DICKENS  (Oroya).— Stands  light 
violet,  falls  indigo  with  white  at  base  and  veined 
with  indigo. 

DARIUS. — Stands  lemon  yellow;  falls  light  yel- 
low blotched  and  marbled  with  rosy-lilac  and 
veined  at  base  with  russet. 

DELICATA. — Stands  French  white  tinted  with 
yellow;  falls  deep  lilac,  shading  to  white. 

DONNA  MARIA  (Edith  Cook).— Stands  azure; 
falls  indigo  with  white  at  base,  veined  with  indigo. 

DR.  PARNET  (William  III).— Stands  soft  rosy- 
lilac;  falls  pure  lilac  shading  to  white  at  base 
with  veins  of  lilac. 

FLAVESCENS. — Stands  light  primrose;  falls 
white  slightly  tinted  with  yellow,  veined  with 
greenish  yellow  at  base. 

FLORENTINA  ALBA  (Silver  King,  Silver 
Queen). — Stands  and  falls  porcelain  changing  to 
pure  white;  very  large,  open  and  full;  early;  a 
grand  variety. 

GEN.  GRANT. — Stands  light  sulphur  and  much 
clouded  or  smoked;  falls  light  yellow  nearly  over- 
spread with  veinings  and  blotches  of  deep  plum. 

GOLD  BOUND. — Stands  golden  yellow  some- 
what smoked;  falls  reddish  brown,  yellow  at  base, 
veined  with  body  color. 


GRACCHUS. — Stands  lemon;  falls  delicate 
straw  densely  striped  with  deep  wine. 

H.  CRAMER.— Stands  deep  celestial  blue;  falls 
pure  Yale  blue;  tall  habit;  early. 

HERANT. — Stands  bluish-lilac,  falls  violet  in 
center  and  lilac-blue  at  edge. 

HER  MAJESTY — Stands  lilac;  falls  wine,  shad- 
ing to  white  at  base  and  thickly  veined  with  deep 
wine. 

LADY  STUMPP.— Similar  to  H.  Cramer  in 
every  way  except  that  both  stands  and  falls  are 
of  darker  shades  of  same  colors. 

LA  TENDRE  (Edina).  — Stands  porcelain 
slightly  smoked;  falls  blue  with  white  at  base 
and  veined  with  violet. 

LEOPOLD. — Stands  smoky  lavender;  falls  light 
purple,  shading  to  white  at  base  and  veined  with 
russet. 

MAD.  CHEREAU  (Pecetum). — Stands  and  falls 
prettily  twisted  and  crimped;  milk  white,  dis- 
tinctly edged  with  Tosy-violet. 

MME.  P ARQUETTE.— Stands  deep  lilac;  falls 
deeper  lilac  almost  purple.  Distinct  and  dwarf 
habit. 

MONTAUK  (Queen  Victoria). — Stands  lemon 
slightly  smoked;  falls  white  and  yellow,  thickly 
veined  with  russet  and  reddish  plum  at  tip. 

MRS.  CHAS.  DARWIN.— Stands  pure  pearly 
white;  falls  white,  delicately  veined  with  lilac, 
becoming  more  pronounced  at  base. 

MRS.  CHAS.  WHEELER.— Stands  light  laven- 
der blue;  falls  violet,  shading  to  white  at  base  and 
much  veined  with  lavender. 

PALLIDA  SPECIOSA.— Stands  violet;  falls 
plum  with  white  at  base  thickly  veined  with  plum. 

P.  BERNOT. — Stands  golden  yellow;  falls  light 
yellow  and  white,  densely  veined  and  deeply  tipped 
with  dark  wine. 

PRES.  THIERS. — Similar  to  Leopold  with 
stands  and  falls  of  darker  shadings. 

PURPLE  QUEEN  (Asiatica,  Blue  Bird).— 

Stands  and  falls  rich  violet;  very  large,  early.

— Six  flat  Clematis-like  petals, 
French  white,  veined  with  deep  lavender,  distinct 
blotch  of  gold  at  base;  center  lavender  changing 
to  lilac.

superb. 

EDITH  GRAY. — Six  petals ; rosy  lilac  with 
blotches  of  light  lilac  and  pearly  white  unevenly 
mingled  in  a fantastic  manner. 

ELSIE  IFORD. — Three  large  drooping  petals; 
pure  white  suffused  with  azure.

Unless  pot  grown  plants  are  employed,  autumn  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  season  for  plant- 
ing Strawberries,  except  at  points  south  of  the  latitude  of  Baltimore,  Md.  At  the  north,  early  spring 
plantings,  as  a rule,  are  more  successful  than  those  made  in  the  fall.  If,  however,  the  work  is  done 
carefully  and  protection  given,  there  will  be  bu  few  failures  even  with  fall  set  plants;  and  a par- 
tial crop  of  berries  will  be  obtained  the  first  season. 

For  field  culture,  to  be  worked  by  horse  and  cultivator  and  to  be  permitted  to  form  matted 
rows,  plant  in  rows  three  feet  apart  and  plants  one  foot  distant  in  the  rows,  requiring  14,520  plants 
per  acre.  In  gardens  to  be  cultivated  with  hoe  and  rake,  plant  in  rows  two  feet  apart  and  plants 
fifteen  inches  apart  in  the  row — keeping  the  plants  restricted  to  hills  by  removing  the  runners  as  they 
appear.  When  planting,  shorten  the  roots  to  about  four  inches  and  expose  them  as  little  as  possible 
to  wind  and  sun.  Place  the  plants  in  the  earth  but  a very  little  deeper  than  they  were  before  dug, 
but  be  sure  to  press  the  earth  firmly  about  the  roots.  At  approach  of  winter,  cover  the  entire  bed 
with  salt  meadow  hay,  strawy-manure  or  other  loose  light  material  to  be  partially  removed  in  early 
spring. 

The  blossoms  of  all  varieties  in  cultivation  are  either  hermaphrodite  (perfect),  or  pistillate  (imper- 
fect), and  the  varieties  in  the  list  have  perfect  flowers  except  those  marked  with  the  letter  P,  which 
are  pistillate.  It  is  well  to  plant  at  least  three  varieties — early,  midseason  and  late — that  there  will 
be  a long  season  of  fruit.

He  worked  scientifically,  not  in  a hap- 
hazard fashion — as  almost  all  other  plant  breeders 
who  preceded  him  had  done,  when  working  with 
the  Strawberry.  He  grew  his  plants  in  pots  under 
glass,  isolating  the  different  varieties,  exercising 
extreme  caution  and  care  and  the  results,  promis- 
ing from  the  outset,  surpassed  his  wildest  dreams. 
He  produced  thousands  of  unique  seedlings  from 


which  he  selected,  after  painstaking  test,  a num- 
ber of  varieties  giving  fruit  which  possess  the 
desired  superlative  flavor  and  of  enormous  size; 
upon  plants  of  extremely  strong  vigorous  habit, 
that  yield  prodigious  crops,  ripening  from  very 
early  until  very  late.

I Further  Certify,  That  the  nursery  has  a properly  constructed  house,  16  x 10  x 6^  feet,  for  fumigating  with 
hydrocyanic  acid  gas,  upon  which  I have  marked  the  quantity  of  cyanide  of  potassium  required  for  an  effective  charge. 
This  certificate  expires  June  1st,  1913,  and  covers  only  such  stock  actually  on  the  nurseries  when  examined.

Plant  in  rows  six  feet  apart  and  the  plants  three  feet  distant  in  the  row;  requiring  2,420  plants 
per  acre.  In  the  garden,  plant  in  hills  four  feet  apart  each  way.  The  cap  varieties,  in  field  culture, 
should  be  planted  in  rows  seven  feet  apart  and  three  and  a half  feet  distant  in  the  row.  Autumn  is 
the  best  season  of  the  year  for  planting  all  but  the  cap  varieties;  which  succeed  best  planted  in  the 
spring.

During  the  forty  years  I have  been  engaged  in  the  nursery  business,  many  valuable  Raspber- 
ries, Blackberries,  Strawberries,  etc.,  have  been  placed  upon  the  market,  but  during  that  long  period 
there  has  not  been  introduced  by  me  or  anybody  else,  another  berry  of  any  kind  of  such  great  value, 
all  things  considered,  as  the  St.  Regis  Raspberry.

The  plants  are  trained  upon 
arbors,  which  they  outgrow  rapidly 
unless  their  growth  has  been  antici- 
pated by  the  erection  of  capacious 
ones,  and  the  fruit  clusters  something 
like  grapes.  The  plants  should  be 
planted  not  less  than  fifteen  feet 
apart,  where  the  patch  is  a small  one; 
but  when  there  is  an  extensive  field 
for  them,  they  should  be  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  feet  apart;  for  they  will  need  the  room. 

“Thirty-eight  quarts  have  been  picked  from  a two  year  old  plant  and  greater  yields  have  been 
reported.  Runners  from  the  parent  stem  usually  grow  not  less  than  twenty-eight  feet,  and  there 
are  to  be  several  of  them.  Forty  feet  runners  in  a single  year  are  not  unusual  and  can  be  found 
plentifully  on  the  Ewing  farm.
